This mean s, if it mean s an y thin g, 
th a t the Dixon Commercial club,

with W. G. Kent, will

dlers and that said ordin an ce will be 
presented to the city 
council,

that they are expected to make« it 
a 
law bin din g on all peddlers in Dixon, 
an d at the same time affecting 
all 
the people of Dixon. It mean s t*iai

From Bay County, Missouri, comes 
an interesting accou nt of how electric­ 
ity has been p u t to many unes. 
Two 
dairy farms an d one stock farm hav e 
direct, connection with the p lant of the 
Excelsior Sp rings Water, Gas A Klee* 
trie 
Comp any, which fu rnishes not 
only the electricity for p ower and light 
in the city of Excelsior Sp rings, but 
sup p lies c u rr ent to towns nine miles 
northeast, fou rteen miles west and 
nine miles south. The three electrical­ 
ly equip p ed fa rm s hav e their 
own 
p ower lines, the comp any building the 
branches, p u tting in all the necessary 
equip ment and allowing the owners of 
the farms to p ay their p art of the in­ 
stallation eost in monthly p ayments, 
distributed ov er a long p eriod and add­ 
ed to the p ower bills. 
A 127 acre dairy farm owned hv J. 
H. Ford has a comp lete and up -to-date 
electric light, p ower and water works 
system. The fifteen horsep ower motor 
is located in the cooling room of the 
milking barn and within a few feet of 
the silo. 
T he mot or can be belted di­ 
rectly to the silage cu tter and blower 
for filling the silo, or the circu lar saw, 
which Is a dru dgery sav er In cutting 
the great am o u n t of wood used on u 
farm. The hou se, barns and sheds are 
wired for electric lights, eliminating 
the great fire risk of use of lantern* 
and coal oil lamp s. The motor is also 
connected to a cou nter shaft for ru n­ 
ning a v acu u m p ump , which op erates 
two milking machines. 
F o r conv en­ 
ience in milking, the barn p ip ing has a 
connection an d v alv e at each p air of 
stanchions, th u s enabling the op erator 
to milk any two cows at one ¡line. 
The milking machines p u mp the inllk 
through tu bing into an alu minu m con­ 
tainer, from which It is strained into 
the cans for deliv ery and immediately 
Cooled in ru nning water before send­ 
ing Into town. 
Wa ter sufficient for use wherev er It 
Is needed is obtained from a sp ring on 
a lev el thirty feet lower than the house 
and barn. 
T h e sp ring Is inclosed in a 
concrete basin and a p ractically freezd- 
p roof tankhou.se erected ov er It. 
A 
branch from the main p ower line runs 
from tin* barn to the sp rlnghou se and 
op erates a motor driv ing a p u mp which 
au tomatically keep s the p ressure in a 
720 gallon comp ression tank at thirty- 
fiv e p ounds to the squ are Inch. 
From 
this tank w ate r is p ip ed to the house, 
mllkhouse, barn*, dooryard and p as­ 
tures, where hydrants 
make 
fresh 
water for domestic uses and for stock 
water always av ailable and at a p res­ 
sure sufficient f*rr adequ ate fire p ro­ 
tection. 
The dairy farm owned by Jesse Wil­ 
liams has ap p roximately t!jo same e l e c ­ 
t r ic p ower and light equ ip ment, with 
the addition of an electric washing m a ­ 
chine for the farmhouse. 
Thirty six cows are milked nt each 
of the dairies, electric milkers doing 
the work, which Is su p erv ised by two 
men. Milking that nu mber of cows re­ 
quires only an hou r and twenty min­ 
utes. 
The cows nro so well satisfied 
with the machine that they bitterly re ­ 
sent any a tt em p t nt hand milking. Wil­ 
liams figures that the machines sav e 
him an av erage of $100 a month In 
time and labor. 
At the Ard-Righ stock farm, where 
hr. S. D. H e nry liv es, electricity lights 
the eight room hou se and semis water 
from cisterns to all p arte of it. 
Also, 
an electric m otor runs the wood taw. 
cuts silage, fills the ; Ho, grinds teed 
and runs the machine threshing the 
wheat, oats, rye and millet from 1G0 
a< res of those crop s.

The bread and cake in baked 
in the commu nity bakery by men and j 
distribu ted among the commu nes. 
Each kitchen, occu p ying u 
whole 
building, is large and airy, with its 
own sup p ly of hot and cold water and 
sanitary drain. 
Along one side of the 
room is the low brick stov e, hack of 
which Is a highly p olished sheet of tin 
against which hang kettles and p ans. 
The tables stretch along the whole 
length of the room, the women sitting 
at one and the men at the other. 
In 
the su m m er time breakfast is serv ed 
at 0 and in the winter at 7, dinner is 
at 11:30 and the su p p er bell ring« at 
6:30 In the winter and 7 in-Ihe ¡» mu­ 
ni er. 
The Amana commu nity Is absolu tely 
communistic. 
There Is no indiv idual 
p rop erty. The all is owned by all. To 
each mem ber Is accorded certain credit 
for clothes and necessities at the c o m ­ 
mu nity store. 
A p hysician, edu cated 
by the commu nity at one of the leading 
u niv ersities, looks after the health of 
the members. 
Quite naturally there is no great tu 
centlv e among the members to dev elop 
along modern lines. 
Here the inter- 
u rban electric car is yet u nknown and 
transp ortation from v illage to v illage 
Is by th e old-fashioned ox team 
'Jhla 
beast, also is used extensiv ely in the 
fields to p ull the single-handed p lows. 
The simp licity of the homes, which 
from a sp irit of economy, are unp aint 
cd, is carried out ev en in tin« churches.

wooden benches, withou t hacks, and a 
p lain wooden table serv es as a p ulp it 
Tho serv ices consist of singing and 
reading from the IMble and the rev ela 
tlons of Amana p rop hets.

p rincip al beliefs of these p eop p ie a r e ; 
There Is eternal life, for which this 
life Is but a p rep aration.
